which has overwhelmed them. 1 contend
thnt no team la first-olass which does not
have sign signals or somoe means ol keeping
up ita play in the face of the greatest pos-
gible  demonstrationg on the part of the
gpectiitors. The game of foot ball requires,
if it is to keep lts old-time popularity, that
the ofMicinls shall pay no attention whatever
ta every trifling Injury, lecause 1 know from
experlence that most all of them are pre-
tended.

It I8 unfortunute that we
have not in Omaha more officlals like Licu-
tenant Billy Wright and Charlle Wilson,
who nlways saw to It that thelr games were
nat flascos, In' order to correct the evil
which prevalls now I would suggest that
before the game the officlals have a clear
understanding with the captains of the con-
tending teams to the effect that no child's
play shall be allowed and that either team
shall be permitted to play bull until the
whistle blows, and that if a man leaves
hls position he must take his chances,
Drastie mefisures for a lttle time would
probably make little change in an Individual
game and would do Jlots for foot ball.

This Is not
as It should be, and the present officers
ghould see that as many membera as poss
sible nttend. ‘This Is important, as in this
way competent offlcers and men In whom
memhbers of the club have confidence have
control of affairs.

In choeeing the oMeers and committeemen
great care should be exercised {n order that
men will be chosen who are willing to give
up o reasonable amount of their time to the
work reqilred of them., 1t Is no use having
a man on the committee Just because he 18
good fellow and popular with the boys; If he
won't show up nt the busihess meetings of
the committee and do hie share of the work
he lg a detriment to the c¢lub and deters the
rest of the committee from pushing things
ag they might otherwise wish, .

The committee having beesn elected a few
suggestions to that body may be In order.
First of all, anake up your minds Lo get to-
gether and meet often; not onee In every two
or three months, but at least twice a month.
Surely an hour in every two wecks s not
too much to glve up to the game if you care
for it one fota, The reagon why I would sug.
gest the committee meet often is this: 1t
they do not, then when it Is necessary to
have the members pregsent at a mecting they
don't come because they bave lost all inter-
eést for the time being and simply don't take
the trouble to put in an appearance. Then,
again, just because It i8 winter and there-
fore impossible to play there is no reason
why the financial and gocial Interests of the
club ghould be neglected, Then is the very
time when steps should be taken to ralse
money and gather in members, and in a gen-
eral way prepare to have the club in a
